New York, July 17-Mr. "Jack" Wilson is
better known in London and Paris of late years
than he is in New York, but for all that he is as

American as a plate of pork and beans. He used
to have a brokerage office dotvn in the street,
but quit that some dozen years ago to represent
the Equitable Life in Europe. It is his brother,
George T. Wilson, who is vice president of the
Equitable and the famous cheer leader for the
Pilgrim Club banquets.
